Wayne R, Long, 291 S, Main 
St,, and others who support his

Orchard Street, across from the 
Turner apple orchard, They have 
shown no inclination so far to re= 
consider the White site, which was 
rejected some weeks ago whenperc 
tests showed soil and drainage 
conditions to be unsuitable for 
on site disposal of waste from a 
24 room school, 

The board was not disposed to 
recommend an $800,000 exten= 
sion of the municipal sewer sys- 
tem to service the area, This is 
what Long, Richard Moody of Sun= 
crest Road and others contend is 
the most practical long-range 
solution to the problem, 

Meanwhile everyone is talking

Educators Propose 


New School Setup 


A study team from Northeastern 
University will recommend in 
a week or two that Andover staff 
its school department with three 
assistant superintendents before 
the fall term next year and that it 
redistribute responsibilities to 
build a stronger chain of com-= 
mand, 

Previewing an upcoming report, 
Dr, Ray Dethy, dean of North= 
eastern’s graduate school, told 
the School Committee Tuesday his

*“‘The Impact of the Willis Report 
on Public School Education in An= 
dover’® on Tuesday, Oct, 25, at 
8 p.m, in Peabody House, Phil- 
lips Academy, 

Participating will be John S, 
Sullivan, a member of the State 
Board of Education; Bruce Mac- 
Donald, president of the Andover 
Education Assn, and Dr, Louis 
J. Galbiati, chairman of the School 
Committee, 

The discussion will include the 
role of the State Board of Educa= 
tion, its organization, duties and 
responsibilities; the position of 
Andover public schools relative 
to the recommendations of the 
Willis Report; and the commit- 
ment of the Andover school sys= 
tem to implement the recom-= 
mendations of the Report, 

It is significant that the study 
by the Education Assn, (the former 
Teachers Assn,) of the Andover 
public schools in the light of the 
recommendations of the Willis 
Report was the first done in the 
Commonwealth and is used as a 
model by the State Board, It is 
also significant that the Andover 
School Committee was the first 
in the Commonwealth to vote to 
implement the recommendations 
in its own school system, The 
impact of this decision and the 
manner in which it is tobe carried 
out is of interest to citizens, 

The public is invited to attend, 


team has designed an organiza=- 
tional structure that will eliminate 
the dual responsibilities of some 
Andover administrators and im- 
prove communication between 
secondary and elementary levels, 
The consultants were hired some 
months ago to examine the present 
system and make recommenda= 
tions for improvements, 

One of the key proposals calls 
for creation of a new position - 
assistant superintendent of 
secondary school education, This 
would give a single man the same 
kind of responsibility for high and 
junior high administration that 
Vaughn Clapp assumed this fall 
over elementary school opera= 
tions, 

The team also suggests that the 
supervisor of general services be 
elevated to assistant superinten- 
dent status to give him real 
authority over custodial, cafeteria 
and transportation activities 
throughout the system. 

Dethy told the School Committee 
that you cannot run a modern 
school system and at the same 
time perpetuate the ‘‘old idea’ 
that a principal shall be in charge 
of everything that takes place in 
his building, 

What the study team recom- 
mends, in summary, is this: 

Elementary school principals 
would report to the assistant 
superintendent overseeing the pro= 
gram for grades kindergarten 
through six, Guidance, physical 
education music and art directors 
would also be responsible to him 
for their functions at the elemen- 
tary level. 

Secondary principals would re= 
port to an assistant superintendent 
who would also oversee the opera~ 
tions of a secondary curriculum 
council, 

Directors of custodial andtrans= 
portation services would be named 
eventually to supervise these 
functions across the board and 
would report, along withthe direc- 
tor of cafeterias (a post which 
already exists) to the assistant in 
charge of general services,

(Editor’s Note: The families 
and friends of men who are 
with the Armed Forces in 
Vietnam are wondering this 
time of year what they can 
send overseas for the holidays 
that will really be appreciated 
and useful. For some horse’s 
mouth advice, we have turned 
to the NAVY TIMES.) 


When you select a gift for Viet= 
nam, there are a lot of things to 
be considered, i.e, size, durability, 
usefulness, packaging etc, 

Here are some tips from NAVY 
TIMES, 

Because of the limited storage 
space for  servicemen’s  be= 
longings, gifts should be fairly 
small, But thanks to modern 
technology, they needn’t be of little 
value, 

For instance, the American Red 
Cross has a few suggestions for 
easing a serviceman’s boredom 
when in camp or evenon the battle= 
field, The new tiny record players, 
tape recorders, transistor radios, 
cameras and television sets are all 
items which can be stored, 

Other items which help make a 
day pass more quickly are chess 
and checker sets, puzzles, playing 
cards and other games, Also 
pocket books, magazines and other 
reading material, 

One Marine, saddened by the lack 
of ice cream in Vietnam, received 
an old-fashioned hand crank ice 
cream machine from his grand= 
mother, He has happily used it 
ever since, buying the necessary 
ingredients from the Post Ex= 
change,

VERY IMPORTANT on the list 
of what to send are packages of 
pre=sweetened beverages or in= 
stant tea, Vietnamese water has 
such a bad taste that many service= 
men have trouble holding it down 
without a sweetener added, 

Other smaller, useful items in- 
clude stationery and self sealing 
envelopes, ball point pens, razor 
blades, toothbrushes and paste, 
insect repellents, hand and shaving 
lotions and canned goods such as 
salami, cheeses, nuts, sardines, 
and peanut butter sent in tins with 
plastic lids, Also chewing gum, 
raisins, dried fruits and soups, 
sneakers, sewing kits, combs and 
brushes, foot powder, nail 
clippers, kleenex, plastic utility 
bags and cigaret cases, 

And always welcome are checks 
or cash which servicemen can use 
to buy things at the Post Exchange, 

One thing not to send is tobacco 
in any form, Postal regulations 
make it illegal to send tobacco 
through the mail and the package 
therefore would be subject to con= 
fiscation, Clothing is another type 
gift to avoid, A sailor who re- 
ceived a fine white shirt found 
it ruined by the poor laundering 
facilities in Vietnam,

A GIFT OF LOVE coveted by 
any serviceman, is one baked by 
the sender, Cookies, if made with 
the right ingredients and packaged 
correctly, makea particularly nice 
package, 

Soft or bar cookies are best be= 
cause the crisp, crunchy ones in= 
variably crumble before reaching 
their destination, One service wife 
suggests adding two or threeextra 
tablespoons of flour to the recipe 
to keep them from crumbling, To 
prevent the cookies from spoiling, 
not too much butter should be used, 
And nuts only should be used in 
the batter, 

Packaging is also very impor- 
tant to prevent spoilage since the 
cookies may not reach their dese 
tination for a long time, Two or 
three cookies should be wrapped 
together in aluminum foil and 
placed in a metal container (such 
as a coffee can), a sturdy card 
board box, a plastic container es- 
pecially made for packaging, or as 
one wife found most successful, a 
half-gallon milk carton, 


The way they are placed in the 
container also is most important 
The cookies can be cushioned with 
layers of unsalted popcorn, puffed 
cereal or plastic materials on the 
bottom, sides and between the 
layers in the container to absorb 
bumps and jolts, 


Remember that smaller pack= 
ages have a much better chance of 
reaching the front lines because 
the larger ones are prey for the 
Viet Cong, In any case, the 
smaller packages Probably will 


reach their destination more 
quickly, 


Items should be wrapped inplas= 
tic whenever possible and ad= 
dressed with the name and APO 
or FPO number of the recipient, 
Snack Packs should be sent air 
mail, or otherwise will take a 
month or more to arrive at their 
destination, If the address is San 
Francisco, the package will cost 
88 cents for up to one pound, 

Following are recipes for cook= 
ies which should take the trip to 
Vietnam quite nicely: 

APRICOT BARS 

1/3 cup dried apricots, 1/2 cup 
soft butter or margarine, 1/4 cup 
granulated sugar, 1 cup sifted all- 
purpose flour, 1/3 cup sifted all- 
purpose flour, 1/2 teaspoon baking 
powder, 1/4 teaspoon salt, 1 cup 
brown sugar, firmly packed, 2 
eggs, well beaten, 1/2 teaspoon 
vanilla, 1/2 cup chopped nuts, con= 
fectioners’ sugar, 

Rinse apricots; cover with 
water, boil 10 minutes, Drain, cool 
and chop, Mix until crumbly, butter 
granulated sugar and 1 cup flour, 
Pack into greased 8x8x2 inch pan, 
Bake in preheated oven at 350 
degrees for about 25 minutes or 
until lightly browned, Sift together 
1/3 cup flour, baking powder and 
salt, Gradually beat brown sugar 
into eggs, Add flour mixture; mix 
well, Mix in vanilla, nuts, apricots, 
Spread over baked layer, Bake 30 
minutes, or until done, Cool in 
pan; cut into bars; roll in con= 
fectioners’ sugar. Makes 32 
cookies, 

CHOCO-MARSHMALLOW 

1-3/4 cup sifted cake flour, 1/2 
teaspoon salt, 1/2 teaspoon baking 
soda, 1/2 cup cocoa, 1/2 cup 
shortening, 1 cup sugar, 1 egg, 
1 teaspoon vanilla, 1/4 cup milk, 
18 marshmallows, cut in halves, 

Sift together flour, salt, soda 
and cocoa, Cream shortening and 
sugar; add egg, vanilla and milk, 
beating well, Add dry ingredients 
and mix, Drop by teaspoons onto 
greased baking sheet, Fakeinpre= 
heated oven at 350 degrees for 
eight minutes, Remove from oven 
and press half marshmallow, cut 
side down, on top of each cookie, 
Bake two minutes longer, Cool, 
Top with cocoa frosting, Makes 
three dozen, 

For cocoa frosting, combine 2 
cups sifted confectioners’ sugar, 
5 tablespoons cocoa, 1/8 teaspoon 
salt, 3 tablespoons soft butter or 
margarine and 4 to 5 tablespoons 
light cream, Spread on cookies,

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A Prudent Delay 


It is a relief to the hoards of people who are interested 
in conservation these days that legislation to authorize 
construction of dams and power plants in the Lower 
Colorado River Basin has been deferred in Washington 
and a complete review of the alternatives ordered. 

It has been difficult to know which side of the fence to 
sit on this one. Most of us can appreciate the demands 
for water and electric power that have been created in 
southern California, Arizona and New Mexico as popula- 
tions there have increased sharply in recent years. 

On the other hand, the claims of conservationists that 
construction of dams upstream and downstream from Grand 
Canyon National Park would alter the course and sedimen- 
tation of the Colorado River within the park have been 
persuasive, despite contrary arguments from the U. S. 
Department of Interior. 

So long as there is any uncertainty about the fate of the 
Canyon, it does not seem that we can afford to proceed 
with a project that could despoil one of the major wonders 
of the world. 

Congress should hold out so long as it is feasible in 
the hope that new atomic technologies can be applied to 
the problem, eliminating the need for conventional hydro- 


electric power plants and the dams that must accompany 
them.

Spokesmen for the Planning Board might have explained 
at Town Meeting why it was that they came prepared to 
recommend purchase of the Lally-Barnard site for a town 
hall even though this was among the articles that others 
had neglected to refer to them in time for 30-days con- 
sideration prior to a vote. (Needless to say, this site was 


a long time PB favorite.) 


Board members could have pointed out also that they 
did try feverishly to get a quorum together for action once 
the slip up was known. It would have made them appear 


less peevish. 


We like the technique being used by a District Judge 
in Brunswick, Maine to discourage litterbugs. 

This crafty Mainiac orders culprits to pick up their own 
litter — and a lot more. He sent one recently convicted 
litterbug out along Interstate 95 with instructions ‘to 
pick up all beer cans and rubbish for a distance of one 
mile on both sides’’ of the highway.
